CHICAGO.—After a steady pa- 
rade of AFL executive council 
members had beaten down a vocal 
opposition, the 65th convention Oc- 
tober 16th adopted a report of its 
law committee increasing per capita 
taxes to help carry on a broadened 
program of organization. 

Charges from delegates of the 
smaller unions that the council’s 
recommendation favored the larger 
AFL affiliates by granting them a 
lower per capita tax after 200,000 
members resounded through the 
convention hall. : 

The council proposed changing 
the present per capita tax of 1%c 
per member per month up to 300,- 
000 members, lc per member over 
300,000 and 35%c per member for 
federal labor unions and local un- 
ions to 2c per member per month 
up to 200,000, 144c per member over 
that, and 36c per member for fed- 
eral labor unions and local unions. 

Chairman David Dubinsky of the 
laws committee offered the exec- 
utive council’s report and was im- 
mediately followed by delegate 
James Killen of the Pulp Sulphite 
& Paper Mill Workers, who offered | 
a minority report. 

Killen’s report was an amendment 
to make the differential come into | 
operation at 300,000 members rather 
than 200,000. “Basically we believe 
there should. be no differential 
whatever,” he said amid vigorous 
applause. He charged that the orig- 
inal vote in the law committee was | 
11 to 4 in favor of his position but | 
that overnight the members had 
switched to vote 17 to 2 for the 
council, 

The vigoroyps young delegate won 
the convention’s attention as he 
argued that the larger’ unions 
“ought to pay as much for their 
vote as a union with only 25,000 
members. The AFL is against kick- 
backs and certainly the AFL isn't 
going to give any rebates to keep 
members paid up.” 

Killen got the most tremendous 
applause yet given at the conven- 
tion and was followed by Secretary- 
Treasurer George Meany, who ad- 
mitted “lobbying for the change... 
I made no bones about it.” 

Meany said that if “we want abso- 
lute equity we’d spend no more on 
any union that it contributes.” He 
maintained that the 300,000 differen- 
tial “discriminates because only 25 
per cent of the member unions get 
the benefit of lower dues, while the 
council’s plan gives these benefits 
to 50 per cent. 

Delegate Peter G. Noll of United 
Auto Workers moved to amend the 
minority report to make the per 
capita tax a flat 2c per member for 
all affiliates regardless of size. His 
action was seconded by President 
George Q. Lynch of the Pattern 
Makers’ League, President Hugo 
Ernst of the Hotel and Restaurant 
Employes’ International Alliance 
and President James M. Dufty of 
the Brotherhood of Operative Pot- 
ters. Duffy said he would “welcome

With the opposition at its crest, 
Dubinsky took over to explain the 
reversal of the law committee’s 
original vote. He said that after- 
wards “several of us thought a mis- 
take was made.” He inferred that 
higher dues for larger unions might 
cut AFL per capita membership, 
warning delegates that “our pres- 
tige is at stake. A large member- 
ship in the AFL is our strongest 
weapon with the public and against 
the CIO.” 

Next, President Daniel J. Tobin 
of the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters, who came from his sick- 


bed to make the fight, said that | 
“you can’t tax international tnions | 


out of existence” and suggested that 
international unions might not pay 
on their full membership. Support 
of the executive council was urged 
by President William L. Hutcheson 


of the United Brotherhood of Car- | 


penters and AFL President William 
Green, who called the new scale “a 
graduated tax rather than a dis- 
criminatory tax.” 

Efforts to get a roll call failed 
after the amendment to the mi- 
nority report was declared lost on

WORK ON CONTRA 
COSTA CANAL T0 
GET UNDERWAY 


Completion of the Contra Costa 
Canal to its full 47% mile length 
will soon be under way, Richard L. 
Boke, regional director of the 
Bureau of Reclamation announced 
at Sacramento today. Bids will 
shortly be advertised on a 6-mile 
stretch, linking the 38-mile com- 
pleted portion with the construction 
now going on at and approaching 
Mountain View dam, he said. This 
portion of the canal, under contract 
negotiated early in the war with 
Trewhitt, Shields, and Fisher of 
Fresno, was not completed because 
of wartime restrictions. The con- 
tract, therefore, terminated by mu- 
tual agreement, and the job then 
| fell into the group of work which 
| was postponed under the President's 
order affecting much Bureau con- 
struction not yet contracted. How- 
ever, the small amount of critical 
materials and money involved in 
relation to the importance of the 
service the completed canal will 
} render to Contra Costa County, was 
decisive in giving the job, after re- 
view, a new construction priority, 
Boke said.

Of Redwood Strike 


OAKLAND. — Lodge 1546 of the 
East Bay Automotive Machinists, 
one of the largest East Bay indepen- 
dent locals, today unanimously 
adopted resolutions urging settle- 
ment of the 276-days old strike of 
AFL Lumber and Sawmill Workers 
against nine Humboldt and Mendo- 
cino redwood companies on the 
union shop demand of the workers. 

“Members of Lodge 1546 are 
aware that the issues of the Saw- 
mill Workers are equally their is- 
sues, and that we as workers must 
assist each other against our ene- 
mies, as well as against employers 


who attempt to destroy us,” the 
resolutions declared. 
The resolutions, together with 


financial aid, were forwarded to 
the Lumber Workers’ headquarters 
at Eureka. 


AFL Plans National 


Membership Drive 


CHICAGO. Encouraged by its 
success in organizing southern 
workers, the AFL looked forward to 
a broad membership drive through- 
out the U. S. and its territories as it 
ended its 65th convention here Oc- 
tober 17th. 

As they drove toward adjourn- 
ment one day earlier than scheduled 
the delegates overwhelmingly in- 
dorsed an organizing committee 
recommendation that the executive 
council formulate plans to raise 
money for a national campaign 
similar to the Dixie drive. 

“The outstanding successes of the 
southern organizing drive,” the com- 
mittee said, “are indicative of the 
potentialities awaiting 
the AFL in an extensive member- 
ship drive of a similar nature 
throughout the U. S. and its terri- 
tories.” 

A like proposal, introduced by 
delegates from the International 
Handbag Luggage Belt and Novelty 
Workers’ Union, was indorsed but 
portions of the resolution calling for 
an organizing fund were referred to 
the executive council. 

The southern drive of the United 
Textile Workers was singled out 
for praise by the convention, which 
pledged its “continued assistance—— 
moral, physical and financial—to or- 
ganize all the textile workers 
throughout the south into the AFL.”

Central Labor Council Authorizes Economic 
Action In Fight For Recognition 


The Department and Specialty Store Clerks, Local 1265, | of California, will make his last talk 


struck the Hastings Clothing Store Wednesday morning, Oc- 
tober 23rd, in a fight over reéognition of the Clerks’ Union as 
collective bargaining representative of the clerks employed in 
the Hastings store. 

The Clerks have a unanimoas sign-up in the Hastings Store 
and those employes voted to a man to strike to force recognition 
of the union as the bargaining representative of the employes. 

The strike has the 100 per cent backing of the Central Labor 
Council and has been approved by a committee appointed by 
the Council to attempt to work out an amicable solution with the 
Retail Merchants’ Association regarding the placing of Hastings 
on the unfair list of the Council. 

The refusal of the Hastings management and the Retail 
Merchants’ Association to recognize the Clerks’ Union has been 
typical of the delaying, stalling and procrastinating tactics em- 
ployed by the downtown non-union merchants to stall the union- 
ization of all stores in the downtown Oakland area. The Oak-

FLORSHEIM SHOE STORE GOES UNION 


John Philpott, secretary of Department and Specialty Store 
' Employes, announced today that the Florsheim Shoe Co. at 1444 
Broadway had signified their intention to the Clerks’ Union that 
the Union Shoe Store Contract now in effect throughout the 
county was placed in effect on Monday, October 21, 1946, 
clearing up a situation that had existed for many years. 

With the contract acceptance by the Florsheim Company, 
another of the holdouts has been brought into line that union 
men and women can now patronize and be assured that thev 
will be waited upon by a member of Clerks’ Local 1265. The 
settlement was brought about by the management of the home 
office who authorized the Oakland store manager to abide by 
the provisions of the Clerks’ Union shoe industry contract. 

The straw that broke the camel’s back in the words of Secre- 
tary Philpott, was the wholehearted cooperation given the 
Clerks by the local Building Trades Unions and especially the 
Glaziers’ Union representative, Ed Parriot. Some two or three 
weeks ago two servicemen got into a scuffle and broke one of 
the Florsheim windows. The Glaziers refused to repair the win- 
dow as pickets from the Clerks were maintaining their picket- 
line placed around the store in April. It was necessary for the 
Florsheim management to place a watchman at the window at 
night and the Glaziers refused to repair the window until the 

| store agreed to employ members of the Clerks’ Union. 

Through this wholehearted cooperation extended the Clerks 
by the Glaziers’ Union and Building Trades Representative Jack 
Reynolds, the home office was brought into line by the solidarity 
of the local AFL unions, and the local management was auth- 
orized to unionize the Florsheim store. Secretary Philpott and 
the officers of the Clerks’ Union, through these columns, wish to

Employment Data 
In California — 


SAN FRANCISCO.—The following figures for California have been 
released by the Department of Industrial Relations, Division of Labor 
Statistics and Research, for the state of California, and gives a com- 
parison for the different brackets of employment during the 6-year 
period, August 1940 to August 1946. Other figures compare estimates 
between August 1946, July 1946 and August 1945. 

EMPLOYMENT IN AUGUST 

Manufacturing employment in California increased between July and 
August in all major industry groups except shipbuilding, petroleum re- 
fining, textile mill, and leather products. Largest rise occurred in the 
food group as a result of sharp seasonal expansion in canning. 

New all-time employment highs were reached in August in apparel, 
paper products, and stone, clay, and glass products. Employment in the 
nondurable goods group as a whole was at the highest level in the history 
of California.

WASHINGTON. A two-day 
strike of Local 118, Bakery and 
Confectionery Workers (AFL) came 
to an end here October 9th in a 
solid union victory. 

The employers, who had insisted 
on signing the bakers to an 18 
month contract, finally agreed to a 
clause allowing the union to reopen 
wage provisions after six months if 
living costs rise 5 per cent or more. 
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Plumbers and Gas 
Fitters’ Notes

When the American Federation of 
Labor convention opened in Chi- 
eago, one of the outstanding labor 
leaders of the nation, John L. Lewis, 
was absent due 
to illness, but 
his United 
Mine Workers 
were not. After 
an eight-year 
absence, the 
prodigal has 
returned to the 
House of La- 
bor, bringing with him the AFL’s 
third largest affiliate. (Only two 
internationals had greater voting 
power in the convention than the 
Mine Workers—Daniel Tobin’s 
Teamsters and William Hutcheson’s 
Carpenters.) If there were any 
tears for the absence of the Ma- 
chinists, who withdrew last year 
over a historic jurisdictional dis- 
pute with the Carpenters, they were 
not shed publicly. Despite the diffi- 
culties of the present and the un- 
certainties of the future, the mood 
of the convention was confident 
and militant. After all, the dele- 
gates represented a paid member- 
ship of 7,123,943, which is the high- 


est figure the AFL has ever 
reached. 

In his key-note address to the 
convention, President William 


Green called upon his followers to 
fight communism in the trade-union 
movement and to oppose Soviet im- 
perialism abroad. He bluntly ac- 
cused Soviet Russia of impeding a 
peace settlement based on the Four 
Freedoms and the Atlantic Charter. 
Turning to the domestic front, he 
was sharply critical of the Admin- 
istration’s economic - stabilization 
program and practically advocated 
junking all controls except those on 
rent, “and some other items com- 
parable to that.”

Special Congress 
Session To Meet 
Housing Crisis 
Demanded By AFL 


CHICAGO.—A special session of | 


Congress to enact the Wagner-El- 
lender-Taft housing bill to ease the 
nation’s housing crisis was urged 
upon President Truman by the 65th 
AFL convention here October 17th. 

Adopting a report of the conven- 


tion’s committee on building trades, | 


the 650 delegates found that the 


“comprehensive large-scale housing | 


program initiated by the AFL and 
embodied in this nonpartisan gen- 
feral housing bill is the only real 
| solution to the nation’s housing 
crisis. 

“Because of the grave urgency of 
this crisis,’ they declared, “we 
strongly indorse the recommenda- 
tion that the AFL request the 
President of the U. S. to call a 
special session of the 79th Congress, 
to be convened promptly after the 
election, for the purpose of enacting 
the. Wagner-Ellender-Taft bill into 
law.” 

Should the 79th Congress fail to 
enaet the law, the convention said, 
it should be made the first order of 
business of the 80th Congress in 
January. 


Indorsing the housing bill, Presi- 


dent Martin Durkin of the United 
Association of Plumbers, who sub- 
mitted the building trades commit- 
tee report, said it embodies the 
major objectives of the AFL’s post- 
| war housing program “without im- 
posing burdensome controls upon 
| private enterprise.” 

Further indicating their concern 
| with the housing situation, the dele- 
gates voted to enlarge their perma- 
nent housing committee from three 
to five members, who will be ap- 
pointed by President William Green. 
They also added a fulltime staff di- 
rector of housing activities with a 
technical staff and made provision 
for all working cooperation between 
the housing committee, the Building 
Trades department, and other af- 
filiates, 
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Dressing Room 
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The next regular meeting will be 
held tomorrow morning, Saturday, 
October 26th, at 10:00 a. m., in 
Room 308, upstairs from the busi- 
ness office. Be sure and have your 
paid-up dues receipt or member- 
ship card with you and show them 
to the Sergeant-at-Arms to insure 
your immediate admission to the 
meeting.

The older employes in many busi- 
ness establishments are expected to 
set the correct example for the 
newer employes. A theatre is a 
place of business just as much as 
an office or dgpartment store. A 
head usherette can not expect to 
enforce rules and regulations that 
she does not abide by herself. This 
is sometimes found in the case of 


having friends meet them while at 
work. Whether boy friend or girl 
friend, meet them away from the 
theatre. Some of the older mem- 
bers also take their union for 
granted and neglect to see if the 
person they are working along with 
has been dispatched from the union 
office. The heads of departments 
should pay particular attention to 
this. Of course every member 
should take an interest in whether 
or not their fellow worker is in 
|good standing with their union, as 
|the member is paying for all of the 
benefits that the non-member is re- 
ceiving. The non-member is taking 
a free ride on you. 

It is a poor agreement or contract 
that leans one way. In view of the 
wage scales and improved working 
|conditions you, through your union 
agree that: “The employer shall 
have the right to make such rules 
j}and regulations as may be deemed 
| necessary for the conduct and man- 
agement of theatre operation, and 
the union agrees that its members 
| Shall obey all the rules and regula- 
|tions of any authorized representa- 
|tive of the employer, provided such 
house rules are not in conflict with 
this agreement, or with the Consti- 
'tution and By-Laws governing Lo- 
cal B-82 LA.T.S.E.” 

The portion of the above para- 
graph within the quotation marks 
jis a section of the union contract 
and appears verbatim as contained 
in the signed agreements between 
this organization and the various 
theatre companies.

Loeals Should 
Affiliate With 
Central Bodies, 
AFL Urges 


CHICAGO.—The 65th AFL cor- | 
vention here adopted a report ex- 
pressing the hope that more inter- 
national unions would recommend 
that locals affiliate with central 
labor bodies.

In June, 1946, as Price Control legislation was being weighed 
in the balance, this writer presented to the labor press an analy- 
sis of the Post V-J Day Political and Economic programs ot! 
U. S. “Big Business” entitled— : 

“THE BIG STEAL FORMULA” 

This analysis dealt with the three basic aspects of the drive 
by powerful corporate interests to further their selfish aims and 
frustrate the public will: 

(1) MONOPOLY ASPECTS OF “BIG STEAL” 


(2) WAGE-PRICE ASPECTS OF “BIG STEAL” 
(3) POLITICAL ASPECTS OF “BIG STEAL” 


(1) Before World War 11, economic concentration had de- 
veloped to the point where one-tenth of 1 per cent of all corpora- 
tions owned a majority of the total corporate assets and took 
half the total corporate net income—where less than 4 per cent 
of all manufacturing corporations earned 84 per cent of the total 
profits of the entire group. 

(2) During World War 11, large companies obtained a 
monopoly on defense business, (75 per cent of all Prime Con- 
tracts went to the top 100 corporations), and thus V-J Day 
found them in a stronger position than at the time of the Pearl 
Harbor attack. 

(3) Since V-J Day, Big Business has used its war increased 
strength, especially its liquid funds, to improve its position and 
power still further. The rate of corporate mergers and consoli- 
dations is higher than at any time in the past fifteen years 

The success of the trust-forming aspects of the “Big Steal 
Forumla” has been assured. 

The Big Business plan to destroy price controls and pave the 
way for excessive profiteering on the basis of war-created 
scarcities has likewise succeeded. On October 15th, President 
Harry Truman admitted his inability to resist the demands of 
those “‘who, in the service of selfish interest, have been deter- 
mined to wreck price controls no matter what the cost might be 
to our people.” The lifting of ceilings on meat prices and “green 
light’”’ for decontrol of all but a few items was inevitable, since 
as we note in the June 20th article, ““O.P.A. has been doomed as 
an effective safeguard against inflation by the Big Business 
lobby on Capitol Hill.” 


Unbridled monopoly, which is the source of labor strife, the 


cause of artificial scarcities, and the instigator of inflation has, 


won another battle. The President should realize now that he 
was duped into attacking Organized Labor at the time of the 
recent railroad strike, and that it was not the danger of labor 
unions being “in a position where they can completely stifle our 
economy” which called for governmental action, but rather the 
arrogant stand of the perpetrators of the “‘Big Steal Forumla.” 
We hope that Mr. Truman has been disillusioned with regard 
to the N.A.M. propaganda campaign charging that it is Organ- 
ized Labor rather than Organized Big Business that has our 
economy under its thumb. 

The selfish business interests, flush with success over the de- 
feat of Price Control, approach the coming Congressional elec- 
tions with confidence, backed up by large campaign funds to 
support candidates committed to voting for restrictive anti-labor 
legislation like the Case Bill, passed by both houses at the last 
session and vetoed by the President. The success or failure of 
this political aspect on their formula depends on the energy and 
effectiveness displayed by members of Organized Labor and 
other liberal forces in the next few weeks. 

California labor, for example, must see to it that handpicked 

andidates of the vested interests, like Judge Goodwin Knight 
and Senator William Knowland, are rejected by an overwhelm- 
ing vote. 

The “Big Steal” boys must not win another battle!

County Voters 
Face Loss Of 
Registration 


Cancellation of their registrations 
awaits 176,854 residents of Alameda 
County unless they vote at next 
month’s general election, County 
Clerk G. E. Wade's records revealed 
today. Although these local citizens | 
were registered prior to May Ist, 
they failed to vote in the June pri- 
mary election. 

A total of 349,765 Alameda County 
residents were qualified by registra- 
tion to vote at the primary. Only 
172,911 voted. Out of 4,113,608 Cali- 
fornians registered before the pri- 
mary, 2,087,854—or 50.75 per cent 
of the state’s qualified voters—chose 
the nominees, the California State 
Chamber of Commerce reported. 

California’s election laws cancel a 
voter’s registration if he or she 
fails to vote either at the primary 
or statewide general election. Regis- 
tration of 39,600 Alameda County | 
voters was cancelled for failure to 
vote in 1944, 

Registered voters who will be 
away from home November 5th can 
now cast absentee ballots, the coun- 
ty clerk’s office points out. Any 
registered voter who will be away 
election day can apply by letter or| 
in person to the county clerk’s of- 
fice in Oakland for an absentee 
ballot, on or before October 31st. | 
The application, if written, should! 
include the voter’s home address, 
and, if possible, his precinct num- 
ber. The letter should also stipulate
